Scenic, automo- 
bile trails often require the bridg- 
ing of canyons and the tunneling 
of cliffs." 


With the influx of additional 


campers and potential 
sportsmen 


in• the woods, conservation of wild 
life has become an important pro- 
ject of CCC. Barren areas have 
been planted with game food, and 
more frequent water holes are be- 
ing developed. 


Waterfowl have been protected 


in suitable breeding places, and 
certain areas are closed to hunt- 
ers so that migratory birds can 
stop for rest and foot. 


CCC men, working under spe- 


cialists, have planted 90 million 
young fish in forest streams. They 
have patrolled the waters to pre- 
vent illegal fishing, and have col- 
lected data on habitat and food 
which will aid in fish culture.
